Madison, Wis., July 8.—The pro- 


posed home rule amendment to the 
Wisconsin constitution which would 
extend authority to all cities and 
villages to determine local affairs 
without interference by the legisla- 
ture cannot be submitted to the peo- 
ple of the state for a vote in No- 
vember, the supreme court held to- 
day. An error of the enrolling clerk 
of the 1919 session of the legislature 
in filing the wrong amendment with 
the secretary of state, nullified the 
legislative act, the court held.
